Columbus dispatches announce that 


the wholesale action house of Mor- 
ford Meacheiu & Co. was closed by 
tliet sheriff Wednesday afternoon on 
executions issued against the firm 
amounting to §28,762.02. Later, on 
application of S. L. Horn, a stock- 
hoder, Walter Zinn was appointed re- 
ceiver of tlie company and the keys of 
tlie plant were turned over to him. 
The State Journal says that the fail- 
ure is one of tlie most disastrous that 
lias occurred in that city for some 
time, for, in addition to the 
judg- 


ments taken, on which exceptions 
were issued, the company owes over 
840.000 to Xcw York and Philadel- 
phia houses, over 820,000 of which is 
past fine. 
Wednesday afternoon the 


jheriir received summons in execu- 
tion from Clinton county on the fol- 
lowing judgments, which were taken 
Tuesday night: Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers' bank of Columbus, $15,- 
000: Maggie A. Horn, 81,035.05, 81,- 
0-11.55, 81,028.29, 81,595. Five min- 
utes later tho following executions 
were made out on judgments which 
had been taken in Pickaway county: 
MarthaS. Dye, 81,046.53; Mary A. 
Aclair. ?5,048.<il; Farmers' Exchange 
bank. Lynchburg, 81,964.80, and 
the 


liank of'Wcsterville, 81,002.20. 


The firm lias a big stock of notions 


un hands and accounts and bills receiv- 
able amounting tn §20,000. Fixtures 
and furniture are valued at 82,000. 


Capital stock subscription is 830,800, | 
of which 325,325 is paid up, leaving aj 
balance of 81,475 unpaid. Besides 
the 828,000 judgments, the company 
owes Eastern firms in Philadelphia 
and New York 840^000, over $20,000 
of which is past due. 
The assets of 


the company are estimated at 855,- 
000 and the'liabilities at from $75,- 
000 to 890,000. 
Tlie failure is at- 


tributed to the fact that the com- 
pany tried to do a large business on 
small capital and close compe&ition 
forced them to expend more in the 
business than was anticipated. 


The news of the failure of this 


firm was rceeived with deep regret by 
many persons in this city, as the 
leading members of the firm were 
Scioto county people. W. F. Morford, 
president of the company, resided in 
Portsmouth for years and got iiis 
start here, traveling for Reed & 
Peebles; J. C. Adair, treasurer of the 
company, was formerly located 
at 


Wheelersburg, this county, but until 
lately was located at Lynchburg. Be- 
sides these two,Chas. P. Reiuiger had 
considerable money invested at one 
time 
He withdrew practically his 


entire interest a short time ago, in- 
vesting in a store near Canton, and 
now owns but a small block of stock. 
Another Portsmouth jnan interested 
in the firm is Will Lammers. He and 
Mr. Reiniger, as well as Mr. Morford, 
formerly worked for Reed & Peebles.

James, who several weeks ago cried 
"enough," began to drop into the 
city.

Moore, two lawyers who when rap- 
tured with the world ranked with the 
most eminent attorneys of state and 
country. 
Their pictures seemed to

Please elevate it. It is fast sinking 
into disrepute."

A. F. McCo/mick was an- 


nounced as temporary chairman and 
(J. S. McCoy as temporary secretary. 
The gentlemen took placc.s up front, 
Mr. McCormick making a very short 
speccli ol' thanks.

solutions, rules and order of business, 
permanent organization and judicial 
commlttccmen were selected as fol- 
lows:

••Second—We heartily approve of the 


able and successful conduct of the 
war by the administration and espec- 
ially the brilliant result obtained by 
Gen.

'in so large a measure by diplomacy as 
\vell as nnn>. 


"Third—The army and navy are 


•intitled to the gratitude of the' peo- 
ple of the nation. 


'•Fourth—We hail with delight the 


"ourial of sectional liates and the new 
era of national fraternity dawning 
upon us." 


Harry Miller, of the rules andordei 


of business committee, reported that 
speeches nominating and seconding 
candidates be limited to three min- 
utes each; that the roll cf counties 
for votes be called alphabetically: 
that a majority of all delegates be re- 


quired to nominate:- that after the 
first call of counties for votes alpha- 
betically that the county voting last 
shall vo'te first on the succeedng bal- 
lot, and so on until a nomination is 
made; that after the vote is an- 
nounced bv the convention it cannot 
be change'd. This was adopted, as 
were the resolutions. The 
latter 


were cheered. 


The committee on credentials had 


not yet reported and their where- 
abouts, was a mystery. Chairman Mc- 
Cormick appointed" "Sandy" Bate- 
man, of Pike, a committee of one to 
go bring the committee in. He suc- 
ceeded in locating them. 
AH took a 


drink together. The water works 
furnished the liquid, and as a result 
everything was "sandy." Mr. Bate- 
man* reported to the. convention that 
the committee would be along in a 
short time. The report was received 
and the committee discharged. J 


Presently the credential committee 


arrived headed by Hon. S. L. Patter- 
son, who reported all delegations full 
and no contests, except in Adams 
county, where two vacancies were 
found. The committee recommended 
that W. S. Foster and T. L. Darnell 
be put on the regular Adams dele- 
gates in place of Hon. Lucien J. Fen- 
ton and T. C. Downey, who were ab- 
sent. The repcrt was adopted and 
the roll of counties for the nomina- 
tion of candidates was begun. Adams 
county had no candidate. McCor- 
mick, of Jackson, in a witty speech, 
brought 'down the house by nomi- 
nating Hon. W. H. Middleton, form- 
erly of Jackson,"now of Pike. 


P. W. Wickerham, of Adams, sec- 


onded the nomination of Widdleton, 
formerly of Adams county, now of 
Pike. 
Hon. Forrest Dougherty arose 


and said: "I had a nominating 
speech. It has been knocked out. 
Will save it for use five years hence. 
I now second the ^nomination of Mr. 
Middleton, of Pike county, and all 
the other counties of the district." 


Hon. W. D. Corns placed in nomi- 


nation Captain George Keye, of Law- 
rence county. 
He ended his speech: 


"With malice toward none ;and char- 
ity for all." Harry Brown, the orig- 
inal "Twenty-one for Johnson chair- 
man," seconded Capt. Keyc's nomi- 
nation. 
Scioto had no candidate and 


the balloting proceeded. Adams cast 
twelve votes for Middletou and three 
for Keye. 
The vote was applauded 


by little Pike. 
Jackson gave Middle- 


ton twenty more. 
Lawrence went 


solid 
for Keye—twenty-one votes. 


Pike gave her eleven for her son and 
Scioto followed suit with tweuty- 
three. 
Harry Brown arose, and on 


behalf of Lawrence county moved 
that the nomination be made unani- 
mous. This was recorded and carried. 


The judicial comoiittee were given 


prwerto till all vacancies occurring 
on the ticket. 


On motion of Judge Dover a com- 


mittee of five were appointed to 
notify Mr. Middleton and escort him 
to the convention. The committees 
appointed 
were: Judge Dover, of 


Scioto; Hon. S. L. Patterson, of 
Pike; O.H. Gould, of Jackson; Hon. 
A. R. Johnson, of Lawrence; and Mr. 
Hooke, of Adams. 


Mr. Middleton arriving was received 


with cheers. He said: "I thank you 
for this evidence of your confidence. 
I appreciate the honor conferred and 
have great respect for all it involves. 
I promise that if ||thc people endorse 
your action and elevate me to the 
bench to labor most earnest}1 to meet 
the demands of the position and the 
expectations of the friends who have 
accorded me the honor. 
Gentlemen, 


I again thank you." 


For fifteen minutes thereafter Mr. 


Middletou was kept busy shaking 
hands and receiving congratulations. 


He was born in Adams county, 


July 19th, 1864, and has lived in all 
of the counties of this judicial dis- 
trict. His father is Rev. W. N. Mid- 
dleton, one of the oldest ministers in 
the Ohio Methodist conference. 
He 


taught school before he was sixteen 
years of age and has since been con- 
nected with the public schools of Wa- 
verly and Piketon. In 1SS9 he was 
appointed a deputy revenue collector 
by Marcus Boggs." At the same time 
he began the study of law. In 1891 
he was admitted to practice. In 189G 
he was elected prosecuting attorney 
of his county, which position he still 
holds.

Andre have 


known the Adams family for years; 
were formerly neighbors near Wheel- 
ersburg. 'Becca Adams, the mute 
girl spoken of, is a high tempered, 
wild, reckless daughter.

home she was unmanageable. She

He 
then announced that he would locate 
his mill proper on the Damarin farm, 
south of the railroad tracks, but as 
near tc them as possible and conven- 
ient. If Mr. York builds his blast 
furnace as he expects to do immedi- 
ately it will be located on the Chick 
ifarm at Uew Boston, on the north 
side of the railroad tracks. Arrange- 
ments were also discussed in reference 
to a switch connecting this furnace 
with the mill and this will be done. 
Mr. York may build this switch him- 
self and operate a small dummy en- 
gine. 


The shipping question having been 


settled the work of laying the founda- 
tion for the new mill will be begun 
soon. 
"SpeciOcations have already 


been sent to twenty large firms and 
bids for the work will be in in a few 
days. Part of the steel necessary for 
the construction of the mill will be 
manufactured by the steel works here.
